8 . (Previously Presented) The method according to claim 1, wherein the continuous 
strip is cut perpendicularly with respect to the feeding direction. 

9. (Withdrawn) The method according to claim 1, wherein the continuous strip is 
cut obliquely with respect to the feeding direction. 

10. (Previously Presented) The method according to claim 1, wherein the wave 
shaped edge portions are sinusoidal.

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12. (Currently Amended) The method according to claim 1, wherein the removing 
involves cutting the wave shaped v^e^forward and following edges from each sheet 
metal length. 

13. (Previously Presented) A method comprising: 
feeding a strip of sheet metal, 

making wave shaped cuts in the strip of sheet metal to provide a length of sheet metal 
having a leading wave shaped edge and a trailing wave shaped edge, 

while clamping the leading and the trailing wave shaped edges, deforming the length of 

sheet metal, and 

removing the leading and the trailing wave shaped edges from the deformed length of 
sheet metal. 
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
